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Supplemental  Appropriations  Approved 

On  May  25,  President  Bush  approved  a 
"dire  emergency"  supplemental 
appropriations  bill  for  fiscal  year 
1990  for  various  Federal  programs. 
Included  in  this  bill  is  an  additional 
$1.2  billion  for  the  Food  Stamp  Program 
(FSP)  and  $3.1  million  for  the 
Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Program. 

The  additional  FSP  appropriation  is 
contingent  upon  receiving  an  official 
request  from  the  Administration  for  the 
$1.2  billion.  The  cost  of  the  entire 
bill,  which  also  includes  aid  to  Panama 
and  Nicaragua,  is  over  $4.3  billion.
